Mr. Mackenzie on'llio TeAc- 
grapb, the Railway and 
British Golnibibia. 



In tbe Houss of Commons on Mnreli 
5th Mr. Mackouzio sniil; The lowest 
tenders for the stool rails wero ac- 
cepted, to the extent he thought ol 
forty or fifty thousand tons, nt iin 
average price of 954 per ton deliYC<ed 
in Ctinada. This was the lowpst [iriee 
at which steel rails wore sokl. Tl;o 
Government had secuied 5L),UliO toi s 
of the best steel rails ac the nvoiugi- 
rate of $4i) 30 per ton f.o.b., being ac- 
tually a lower rale than iron rails wore 
sold at daring the whole of 1873, and 
only a shade above the half-price of 
steel rails during the same period. 
'The entire exj o niifui-o upon stool rails 
.was abouL §2,Uu3,rriO. It was not. ex- 
pected that tUo whole of iheiii \Tould 
be delivered duriug the coming si a- 
son. He had beou ayked to make 
some explanation iu reference to the 
arrangements with British Coliiiiibiu. 
It would bo ob.servod by ovttvy oni: wlio 
read the correspoudonce before the 
House in relation to the subject that 
after Mr. Edgar'a return from British 
Columbia Lord Caruai von oftVred to 
arbitrate between tlio Dominion and 
that Province. The Govcriiiuoiil de- 
clined to accept any arbitraliou as 
they contended there was nothing to 
arbitrate upou, but they expressed 
their willingness to leave it to His 
Lordship to say whether the terms 
offered were not,, under circnmsiances 
most reasonable terms. Lord Ciunar- 
Ton, while accepting th:B position, sug- 
gested certain things which miglit be 
•'done. It would be reineml-ered that 
through Mr. Edgar the Govern men I 
offered to construct a line from Esqui- 
mau to Nauaimo, and to expend asum 
of one and a half millions aunnaliy 
■within the boundaries of the Pioviuee 
till the road was completed. Tue.se 
terms were not favourably considered, 
the issue being raised whether Mi . 
Edgar was authorised to offer them or 
not. He (Mr. Mackenzie) therefore 
directed that those negotiations should 
be brmiirlit to a ehjse. !>nd diroi tcd 
Mr. Edgai to return. Lord Cainarvor, 
as wouiu be seeu lu ilie elesi)aicu ii 
the correspondence, thought the 
^.ground the Government took was 
' quite I'easonable, but he thought, on 
the other hand, it would give more 
satisfaclion to the Province of British 
Columbia if a detiuite period was 
named for the completion of the Paci- 
fic Railway. The terms tho Domin- 
ion Government linally accepted won 
these: that instead of expending one 
and a half million dollars they Miiouki 
expend two millions a year wirhiu the j 
Province of British Columbia; and j 
complete the railway connection 
through the Province to a point at the 
western end of Lake Superior by tlie ! 
year 1890. Wkh regara to llie exten- 
sion of the time of contract to IS'.KI, he 
had not intended to get tlie authority 
of Parliament, but merely to commu- 
nicate this decision to them, relyjug 
on their suppoi t of- tlie urrangementh 
agreed upon through the intervention 
of Lord Carnarvon. (Applause.) He 
had now bur to say a lew word.s iu re- 
guard to the consi.niilion of lelegraph 
linesalong the route of the I'acilic 
Railway. The Government fell from 
the first that it was almost indispens- 
able, iu order to transact propeily the 
surveys and c mduce to ihe settlement 
of the North-west, to lay down a route 
upon which a telegraph line should In- 
built. Tenders were accordingly ad- 
vertised for this purpose. The speei- 
fioations ijrovided for the clearing of 
.the railway line to a width of 13'2 toot, 
and the formation of a ruad or roads 
tor muloa and liorses aluug ilio cutur 
route. The following contracts weio 
then let: — .Messr.s. Oiiver, Davison, & 
Co., from Lake Superior to Fori Garry 
$243,150; Sifton, Glass & Co., Foil, 
•Garry to Eort Pollv, $lii7,fs:)J; Mr.Fi. ,

$772,200. At the present time he be- I 
lievod there were 2UU or 300 men em- I 
ployed on these works. The contracts j 
were for ir.aiutenance as well as con- 
struction, for a period of live years, ' 
The Govornmenl hojiod to cunnect I 
with iho constnictioii of the Fa ci lit: I 
Road a grand inuiiigralion sclieme, j 
which would at once assist iu nettling 
tho groat country through wlucli it, I 
passed aTd at the same time get t he j 
road built in the cheapest possifih 
manner. The Governmeut had taken , 
care not to let out contracts for «orks j 
passing through a portion of country i 
of which it had no knowledge. From I 
tho recent explorations made ho liad ' 
. no reason to doubt that the Duminion j 
would fulfil its obligations to British 
Columbia without interfering with our | 
prosperity. The details of tho ex- ' 
pendituro for which the Government | 
now asked a vote would bo placed on 
the table before concurrence was 
-^taken. For the telegraph service the 
Government asked one million dollars 
and for tho steel rails two inilliuns. 
For grading and other worlcs upon the | 
Georgian Bay branch they took $5(JU,- | 
000 as tho utmost possible aniijunt that 
could bo spent this year. For grad- 
ing upon the Pembina branch — that 
waa, tbo 48 milea- they took $106,00(', 
being the balance of tho contract, 
which was $120,500, an avirago of 
Boraothiag loss than S3, 000 jjcr uulo. 
Then from Fort William to Lake Siic- 
bandowan they took §500,00 i; aud 
tfroax'tbe Lftke of the Woods westward 
to Lftlft' Br»'nlto1i»i $500,000; for uavi- 



asked $150,000; for the improvement 
of portages between Lake AVindigos- 
tigan and Lake Hhcbandowan, yet to 
be decidi'd u]ion, $210,000; for a por- 
tage between ;\[aiutoba Jjako and tiie 
river Saskat(dievvan , $50,000. Once 
upon tho yasketchewan tbey could as.

Hon. Mr. Walkem enid the reason tho 
Marilfriie Provinces did not enact such a 
law wan hcciuso tho poiinlations WRru 
Tery Jurgi' and the evil would not bo folt 
•B here wiih ournmnll popiilittioii. 

Mr. Smitho warmly favored tho barring 
out of Dominion oflttcials, hut ho said IIih 
in«tt»r miahl very properly be left in the 
band* of the peopli3, who would nut re* 
turn contractors wlio they thouRht would 
betray tlii'ir i iitcre.'.ts. li lli<i CJovorii- 
juonl »\'if!hcd to biibo a llou^o it could 
do so with money far bolter than witli 
conlrjictora. No euch 4>ot had been en- 
acted in Ontario.Ewhere the Cftj.iital was 
contiguous and where every sort of in- 
fluence oould be brought to bear. Bo 
said that this Bill was intended to affect 
only one man before tlia general 
elections cnnie on. He was opposed to 
' special Icgiriiafion. 

Mr. Mc'< !raight said for two yenrs wo 
had been iiglitiug for one thing and tlin 
Dominion GovernmGut for another. Ho 
wont over the ground already gone over 
in support of tho Bill and labored to 
provo tliat tho prchonce of Dominion 
oontiop-lorn in tho Hoiiro would ho de- 
trimental to tho ir.torotts of tho country. 
Woifld 'Any man aay that because we 
ootild not provont niurdnr wo should not 
I pass laws to punish it? This was pre- 
cisely tlm arguinont of tho opponoutR of 
this meaFiiiro. Ho denied that this Bill 
was meant (or one person, and siid that 
on tho littlo piece of railway work bo- 
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contractors would be c-ngsgod, all of 
whom would bo shut out by this Bill. 

Mr. Holbrook asked if those gentlemen 
were really honest in their eflforts ? Hero 
was (I House on its last logs dictating to 
tho People who they shall and who they 
shall not send to the Houho. Let 'tlio 
matter bo left to tho Peopl« who oould 
deciJo the question for themselves at the 
next election. (Hear, hear.) This Bill 
will not only touch contractors, but it 
will touch any person who may soli thoin 
goods. England had nevor,passod an Act 
to bar colonial contractors out of tho Iin 
perinl Purhameut, and he looked upon 
tlii^ Bill aa ft direct blow at the liberty 
of tho People. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson asked tho hon. 
promoter of the Bill to interpret thiB 
Clause. EUs interpretation now might 
savb the hon. members C5 some day for 
an opinion, (laughter). 

Mr. McCreight rend from tho .\ct of 
1808 to show thut'this Bill contained tho 
same words. Does it allude to aub-con- 
Iraotors or to those who sell to sub-oon- 
tractors. Clearly not. If a porsou sells 
to acontraotor be is a sub oootraotor and 
is not dealt with by, this Bill. This Bill 
catclios a contractor who has dealings 
with Her Majesty. 

Dr. Tolmie said that tho Imperial Act 
relating io contraotors referred to men 
who had contracts with tho Iiu|)orial 
tiovornmcnt. There was no Bill of this 
kind on the Imperial statute book. Tho 
hou. gentleman (Mr. McCreight) had 
ft'-ked if tho House was .'^ntit-licd with tlio 
olloi-ts of the Dominion (Ti>vcrnmi!rit ! 
.Since Xoveinbor 1873, when Mr. Macken- 
zie Hfnt thi.s Government a tolegi-.im to 
say that ho would send a special agent to 
confer with our Government, ho belijv(>d 
that wo had only ourselves lo blama for 
any fniliiro to push on the publie work-t 
(hear.) It bad been stated on the streets 
over Mud over again. we>oks ago, that tins 
Hill was designed lo shut one nuui out ot 
tho House. 

Tho words "wholo or in part" were 
added aud tho clause Tejlared passml. 

The Opposition called for tho names.

Mr. McCroight said there was a deli 
eaoy in I adilmg impiisonniont; but tho 
Supreme Court could enjoin an hon. 
member from sitting. The tino might ho 
raised to 82000 a doy. 

Mr. Holbrook said that as tho chain- 
({ang had been mentioned ho felt it hi.s 
duty to say that an hoa. m iinbjr occ i pl- 
od n salt in tins House who was clisqual- 
iflod hy reason of his naiuo not being on 
the list of voters. (^Laughter) . 

Hon. Dr. Ash— Namel 

Mr. Holbrook — Thou art the man!

Mr. McCreight replied, certainly pot. 
Tho uiombor in that ease would only be a 
sub contractor, and thai class the Bill 
does not pretend to deal with, nor with 
a porion supplying goods to a contrao- 
tor.

Mr. Holbrook — Why not make it apply 
to any resident of this Province. [ Ijaugli- 
tori. 

Hon. Attoriioy-Genoral — Or to any 
person catohing Dominion salmon in 
these waters. (Laughter). 

The Bill then passed with the amond- 
monta and was reported coiniueto. 

ilODIFlED TARIFF. 

Tho Ilon.io re.'^olvcd itselt into Com- 
mittee on Mr. 11 uiuiihrcys' rcsi'l iition re- 
specting tho Moilitication of tho Cana- 
dian Tariir, Mr Hnghos in tlin Chair. 

Mr. Humphreys said the object of tho 
Conimittea at present was to frame a Pro- 
tec'ive d uty Schedule, and it would be 
cDuipotMit for any moml)(!r to introduce 
Any i)r()position of a protenti\-8 nature. 
Ho would mi.'vo for tliu imposition of ii 
duty of ^JO per head on horned (.'.ittli. 

Mr. Mara proposed to pat a hoavy tas 
on drovers. 

The Provincial Secretary was of opin- 
ion that tjiH House in pasHing the rosoln- 
liriii wuulil be asking the Doiiiinicjii (rov 
(jriimeiit to do what it had no power to ilo 
and what it ought not lo have pnucr tn 
do, for it would not bo a Ivis iblo for tiiem 
to have the power to tax us dili'crontly to 
the rest of the Dominion. 

The Premier thought tha^ protection 
would bo good in itself, but ho would bo 
couipi.'Ued to vote against any scheme 
for obtaining it which would put moru 
revenue iu the coffers of the Canadian 
Government. 

Mr. Barnston opposed. 

Mr. Huniphroya was not prejiared for 
so much opposition. -So long as proti'o- 
tion was attained ho was not iiartienlar 



T'hat tho Province previous to union had 
found it iidviisabln to protect tho ugricMil 
turist. Thut experience had shown thiit 
the Province had made amiatako iu ac- 
cepting tho Canadian Tariff, and there 
forn tho petitioners hoped that tho Do- 
minitui Government would impose tho 
following Hclioilulo of duties. Horned 
cattle S5 DO; .swino, Si 00; sheep, 75cts.; 
meat dried ur suit, Sets per lb; butter, 
lOct.s; ohoeso.Gcts. 

It wan proposed to substitnto this for 
tho origiual resolution. but tho nio\or re- 
fusing to withdraw it, Mr. Booth's draft 
Wiis iiKide all aniiMidnnMit. 

IMr. JJuek said hi! liad been olootod to 
votu for the CauaiHiui Tirill", and ho had 
never been roleasod from his pledge and 
should therefore bo coiiipelled to vote 
against that resolution and amendmuut 
also. 

Mr. Hnbsnn undor.Tlood that tho Coin- 
inittco would consider the schedule of 
duties lirst, and tlieii draw uii tho peti- 
tion, and thought th;it tho most bnsinroi- 
likocoiirso. Ho ilid not' liko I\Ir. Booth 
preamble any botlor than Mr.Hunphroya. 
The latter altogether omitted by far 
the strongest point in the case, viz: that 
when tho Caiiailiau 'farilT was accepted 
tho Housu believed tie) Knilroad v.ould 
be e()iuiiii'ii''i>d I inmodi.-itoly. Since tlion 
the tiiiiti nf building Imd boon doubled, 
and it migiit bo fairly enough urged on 
the Dominion Ooveruniont that if this 
had been known at tha time the Domiu- 
ion Tariff might not have been aocopt- 
ed. Conniiittoe rose and reported.
